So none of the Members of 
the Trade of which this Society doth con- 
fit, but ſach as will be either wanting in 
their own Endeavours, or are already become un- 
e to work for their Livelihood, can be ſup- 
oled to be in ſo mean a Condition, as to be unable 
to ua Cav ſmall Contributions as they, by being 
Members of this Society, will be liable to, which 
cannot, we conceive, be more, one Month with a- 
nother, than may, without Prejudice, be abated out 
of their leſ convenient. ( not to ſay ſuperfluous) Ex- 
es: And if ſo, there can be no reaſonable Ob- 
jection againſt the Five Shilling Forfeit to be paid 
(Art. 12.) by ſuch of our own Members as mall 
any way contribute te the Encouraging any other 
Collection than what is appointed in the 6:4 Ar- 
ticle of this Society, Since the impoſing this Pe- 
nalty can be detrimental to none but ſuch as will 
themſelyes be the Occaſion thereof, eicher through 
their own i Husbandry, or the Want of a due 
Senſe of the indiſpenſable Obligation which they 
(as well as others) are under to provide not only 
for the future Maintenance of themſelves and Fa- 
wilics, but alſo for the promoting the Welfare and 
Proſperity of others, according to their ſeveral 

Stations and Abilities. | 
A conſcientious Diſcarge of which Obligation 
will be as truly commendable, as the depending on 
the Induſtry and meer Charity of others, (lying 
up nothing for themſclves in time of Health and 
Proſperity againſt Sickneſs and Old Age, either in 
this Society or elſewhere) may, in thoſe concerning 
whom we are now ſpeaking, be juſtly accounted 
imprudent, not to {ay unreafonable, unjuſt and 
ſcandalous. |

43. That all ſuch Money as ſhall be allowed by 
the Society, for Relief of Widows and other poor 
Members, ſhall be disburſed by the Collector, and 
he to be reimburſed the fame, at the then next 
Monthly Meeting, upon making a return of the 
Truſtees order for the fame. 

44. That if any Truſtee ſhall undertake to pay 
for the Collettor any Bill from the Society, and 
fhall not make return of ſuch Bill to the ſaid Col- 
tector, before the then next Monthly Meeting, in 
order to his being reimburſed ſuch Money, ſuch 

Truſtee 
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Truſtee ſhall for every ſuch negleRt or omiſſion 
_ forfeit One Shilling. 

45. That the Chairman of the Society, ſhall 
cauſe thcſe By-Orders to be read over twice in eve- 
ry Year, viz. at the Monthly Meeting in February, 
or March, and at the monthly Meeting in Pulp, 
or Auguſt, on Penalty of forfeiting One Shilling 
for every Neglect or omiſſion thereof.
